Mannheim Castle, Taken Over 
By Franc**, l>ates Hack to 1720 


(By the Associated Press) 
MANNHEIM, Oct. 26— Mannheim 
Carlie, which the French recently 
took over, is the largest In Ger­ 
many. Before the recent revolution 
It was the home of the Grand Duke 
of Baden, who now occupies 
a 
smaller castle which he owns in 
Freiburg. After the revolution the 
castle was used for municipal of­ 
fices until the French took it over. 
The building has a length of 600 
metres and contains 1,200 rooms. 
It stands in a park of more than 
14 acres. The castle was begun in 
1720 by the Electors Carl philip 
and Cat^ Theodore and is regarded 
as one of the finest baroque build­ 
ings in Germany. It contains a mu­ 
seum, art gallery and chapel. The 
French have evacuated all German 
offices and closed the building to 
the public.

That is, country women work 
more and play more than do city 
women. It was also shown that rn 
the homes of the high grade work­ 
ingmen there was a fine coopera­ 
tion between husband and wife and 
children. The size of the home av­ 
eraged 
eight rooms, 
although 
it 
varied from two to 18. Onq-thirc 
of the homes reported no pantries 
and one-third iiad no baths. 
Other facts brought out were: 
Forty percent of the women carried 
the water they used from wells 
while about 60 percent had running 
water. One-thalf of the homes were 
lighted by electricity, one-tenth by 
gas and on-third by lamps. Fuel 
for cooking showed many combina­ 
tions, but wood was more used than 
any other fuel, then came coal and 
oil, coal in winter and oil in sum­ 
mer, and in one home only corn 
cobs were used.

He 
took up the cause of the Confed­ 
eracy and organized

‘His 
record shows Quantrell was shot in 
a running fight with farmers and 
died iii a military prison at Louis­ 
ville, Ky., June 6, 1865.
